Pearls and Jewels,” mounted upon two Panthers. 


The Second Pageant 


Epreſenteth a Wilderneſs , conlifting of variety of Trees, 
Buſhes; Shrubs, Brambles, Thickets, inhabited and haunted 

with divers Wild Bcafts, and Birds of various kinds and colours. 
In the Front of this Scene are two Negro Boys, properly Habited, 
and mounted upon two Panthers, bearing the Banners of the Lord 
Mayor's and the Companies Arms. In the Rere of theſe, in the 
lame Pageant, is exe&ted a ſtately Structure, formed in the Figure of 
a Pyramid, with four Triumphal Arches; and in the Front-Arch 
fitteth a Perſon who repreſcnteth Orpheus, habited in a Silk Robe 
* | {ixiped 
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firiped with many colours, his Shoulder adorned with « large Scart 
of Cloth of Gold, onhis Head a long and criſpy hair, inveſted with 
a Geſar's Wreath of Laurel, all the Leaves tip'd with Gold; j, 
bis Hands a Lyre with ſtrings of Gold , on which he appears in the 
poſture of playing 3 on his Legs are Buskins, laced with Silver, af. 
ter the Roman mode 3 upon each Wing of him a Satyr Proper 
habited 3 which together with the Wild Beaſts are continually mg. 
ving, dancing, curvetting, and tumbling to the Mulick of a Satyr, 
which'is playing on a Ho-boy z .amongft the which an aQive Bear 
takes hold of a rope (which is pendant from a very high rope ex. 
tended crols the fixcct) with his teeth and paws , ſhewing ſundry 
tricks. In the rear of Orpheus is a beautiful woman, in a 
Tjous and proper habit, repreſenting Amity 3 a long diſhevel'd hair, 
on her head a Coronet of Gold, and in. her right hand a Javelin, 
Laſtly, elevated on the higheſt part of the Pyramid fits a female Ne- 
gra richly and properly adorned with Silver, Gold, and Jewels, re- 
preſcuting Africa. Orpheus ſtanding up, and directing himſelf fu 
to His Majeſty, ſpeaks this following Speech.
